Demands of 3500 Orange 
county field workers for 
wage increases and a col¬ 
lective bargaining agree¬ 
ment will hi discussed to¬ 
morrow. 

Hearings will be held be¬ 
fore Thomas Barker, chief 
deputy in charge of the Los 
Angeles office of the state 
department of industrial re¬ 
lations, on demands sub¬ 
mitted by the Mexican field 
laborers’ union two weeks 
ago. 

They seek increases of 7 cents 
an hour for a nine-hour day in 
pay, concessions for tractor op¬ 
erators and team drivers, and 
scrapping of the contract system 
in harvesting of chili pods. 

Conferences between Barker and 
representatives of the Orange 
county laborers probably will gov¬ 
ern relations between growers and 
8000 vegetable workers through¬ 
out Southern California, repre¬ 
sentatives of both growers and la¬ 
borers admitted. Approximately 
2000 growers are affected. 

The demands were submitted 
prior to the expiration of a wage- 
hour agreement reached last 
July, which was effective this Fri¬ 
day. The new contracts are ex¬ 
pected to be ree.ched by March 
31, 1938. 

Representing Orange county in¬ 
terests are Ted Blanding for the 
workers’ union, and Harry D. Zim¬ 
mer, representing the growers.

"The calus, (new bone structure 
about the fracture), evidently 
failed to form perfectly,” Dr. 
Zaiser said, "and buckled when 
Carnes’ weight was placed on the 
leg, allowing the bone to split 
again.” 

Dr. Zai.ser said five doctors, in¬ 
cluding Dr. McKeeber, superin¬ 
tended Carnes’ removal from the 
hospital, and that “every care" 
was taken. 

"There is no way,” he said, "to 
explain the fact that Carnes’ bones 
had failed to knit after seven 
months. He had been placed on 
a special diet, and had been re¬ 
ceiving calcium treatment.

Property dam¬ 
age in Oregon alone exceeded a 
million dollars, authorities esti¬ 
mated. 

One man was electricuted in a 
flooded basement, two died in a 
train wreck, one was swept into 
the sea from a ship, and three 
died in automobile accident.s. A 
fireman was missing when the en¬ 
gine and express car of the Great 
Northern mail train plunged into 
the Skykomish river near Monroe. 
Wash. 

In such widely separated points 
as Wallace, Idaho, and Westport, 
Oregon, slides disrupted traffic 
and communication lines were 
thrown out. 

Traffic was halted on Portland 
streets as 4,47 inches of rain—the 
heavie.st fall since 1911-was re¬ 
corded in 24 hours. A small tug¬ 
boat, the Ben Hur, overturned and 
sank in Portland harbor while try¬ 
ing to move a heavy barge. Two 
men aboard were rescued. 

Pioneer residents of the Idaho 
Panhandle said the two-day snow¬ 
storm was the worst in their 
memories. The 35-inch snowfall 
at Wallace closed several niwe.s. 
The fall measured 96 inches at 
Lookout Summit on the Idaho- 
Montana divide.

Be 
cause of preivous warning they 
thought foreign nationals had 
evacuated the zone of fighting. 

Observing more than 10 large 
steamers fleeing up-river, the Jap¬ 
anese high command believed them 
to be retreating enemy forces and 
ordered the artillery to fire on 
them; but the shells did not reach 
the ships, which escaped. There¬ 
upon he ordered Japanese units at 
Wuhu to att ack them. 

SHELL FIRED 

A detachment after a forced 
night march opened fire on fow 
large steamers. Observing the 
steamers sending up dense smoke, 
the Japanese decided they were 
trying to" hide in a smoke screen. 
Japanese shells struck two steam¬ 
ers, the others escaped. One ves¬ 
sel advanced toward the Japanese 
forces, whereupon a British flag 
was detected and an order given 
to cease firing. When it reached 
the wharf it proved to be the 
Ladybird. 

The same night through a mis¬ 
take one shell was fired on a ship 
hoisting a British flag, but did 
not strike it. This proved to be 
the gunboat Bee, Rear Admiral 
Holt, the British counsel and sev¬ 
eral officers landed. The Japanese 
commander explained it was a 
mistake. He said it was his duty 
to sink all enemy vessels and that 
he did not knew the ships were 
British. 

The Japanese note was given to 
Ambassador Craigie after Hirota 
reported details of the govern¬ 
ment’s investigation to the em¬ 
peror.

BOARD ACTS

SHIP LINES 

Action of county supervisors on 
a proposed resolution to congress 
asking legislation to prevent dis¬ 
continuance of intercoastal ship¬ 
ping was postponed today. 

Shipping lines between the At¬ 
lantic and Pacific coasts, the 
board learned, are preparing to 
discontinue all but a skeleton 
service, as the result of a boost 
in Panama canal tolls and discon¬ 
tinuance of mail subsidies for the 
coast lines. 

San Francisco supervisors, in a 
letter to the local board, asked ac¬ 
tion here. A hearing in Washing¬ 
ton Jan. 17 is planned on a bill 
by Sen. William G. McAdoo, pro¬ 
viding for mail subsidies to keep 
shipping running between the 
coasts. 

"It’s important,” said Chairman 
Willard Smith of the local board, 
"that these lines be kept up. 
There’s a lot of citrus being 
shipped by water, and it means a 
good deal to the citrus industry. 

Supervisor N, E. West, who went 
to Washington earlier this year to 
lobby for PWA projects, asked: 

“Do you think we should send 
somebody to the hearing?” 

Smith said he believed San 
Francisco county would take care 
of coast representation. Action on 
a possible resolution was held over 
a week.

JAP MILITARY 
LAW PROBED

swarming southward into Shan¬ 
tung province seemed imminent. 
Tsinan, provincial capital 200 
miles to the west, was In Japa¬ 
nese hands. Other Japanese col¬ 
umns raised the Rising Sun flag 
over Weihsien, railway point less 
than 100 miles west of Tsingtao. 

Provincial forces of Shantung 
War Lord Han Fu-Chu took up 
positions on nearby White Horse 
mountain after their feeble re¬ 
sistance at Tsinan. In Shanghai,*! 
observers raised the question of 
whether General Han had made a 
deal with the Japanese. 

Chinese here were quick to point 
out that only provincial Chinese 
troops were defeated at Tsinan. 
They said strong central army 
forces occupied positions at Taian, 
32 miles to the south, and Lin- 
cheng, another 85 miles along the 
route to Kiangsu province. 

(Japanese reports to Tokyo said 
General I. Tsung-Jen, former ene¬ 
my of Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Shek, and now cooperating with 
General Han, had issued a procla¬ 
mation saying the fall of Tsinan 
did not mean the loss of Shan¬ 
tung province. 

(The proclamation called for a 
general mobilization. Tsingtao 
was said to be in a state of war, 
with foreigners and Chinese flee¬ 
ing and dugouts and other de¬ 
fenses being built. 

(Foreign diplomats at Hankow 
Interpreted the arrival of the new 
Soviet ambassador, Ivan Tewfimo- 
vitch Luganets-Orelsky, who has 
commanded units of the red army, 
as meaning closer military rela¬ 
tions between China and Russia.) 

While Nippon’s warriors invad¬ 
ing sacred Shantung province ap¬ 
parently • were bent on carrying 
out the Japanese threat of drastic 
punitive action for Chinese de¬ 
struction of $100,000,000 worth of 
JapEmese property at Tsingtao, a 
possibility of further friction be¬ 
tween cvillan officials and Japa¬ 
nese military authorities arose at 
Shanghai. 

The spokesman of the Japanese 
army, which yesterday proclaimed 
a decree making Americans and 
other foreigners subject to mili¬ 
tary law death penalty for crimes 
against Japan’s armed forces, said 
the army was not satisfied with 
the municipal council’s efforts to 
rid the international settlement of 
arms caches. 

He declared that definite, effec¬ 
tive action must be taken before 
Shanghai could return to nor¬ 
malcy. 

Bands of Chinese army strag¬ 
glers still were roving about the 
countryside, the spokesman said, 
delaying reopening of Japanese 
occupied areas surrounding the 
settlement. 

For the second time Is as many 
days a grenade was thrown at a 
Soochow creek tugboat laden with 
Japanese troops. There were no 
casualties In the attack near Che¬ 
kiang road bridge. One Chinese 
suspects was arrested. 

Rising sun warplanes, mean¬ 
while, ranged over central and 
southern China. The navy spokes¬ 
man announced bombardment of 
Chinese hangars at Anking, in 
Anhwei province, and Namyung in 
northern Wangtung provln(». 


Former Pacific 
Mutual Head to 
Answer Charges 

LOS ANGELES. (A*»—Attorney 
Harold Judson said today that his 
client, George I. Cochran, is now 
returning from an eastern vacation 
“to answer any charges against 
him" in connection with the old 
Pacific Mutual Life Insurance 
company. 

Cochran, former president of the 
company reorganized last July by 
the California state insurance 
commissioner, was Indicted by a 
federal grand Jury at Phoenix, 
Ariz., last week, Judson said he 
was Informed. 

The information, he said, came 
from Daniel E. McGrath and B. 
F. Foster, special assistants to 
the United States attorney gen¬ 
eral, who have declined to disclose 
publicly the persons Involved In 
the insurance inquiry.

Norway Consul 

LOS ANGELES. (A>l —Threats 
against Dr. A. O. Nelson, Nor¬ 
wegian vice consul, which he re¬ 
ported were made by two mem¬ 
bers of a group of Scandinavian 
seamen that visited his office, 
were being investigated by police. 

Dr. Nelson said the men ap¬ 
peared at his office and that when 
he refused their “unjust and illegal 
demands" the threats were made. 
He did not explain the nature of 
the demands. The vice consul has 
served as intermediary in labor 
disputes between seamen and 
Scandinavian ship operators.

MAURICE RAVEl 
DIES IN PARIS 

PARIS. (A’l—Maurice Ravel, the 
celebrated French composer, died 
today as a result of a grave hearl 
operation. He was 63 years old. 

Ravel, who had been in failing 
health for years, had undergone 
the operation last Wednesday. 
Late last night his physicians re¬ 
ported his condition was causing 
serious concern. His brother, 
Edouard, was at his bedside when 
he succumbed, at a private hos¬ 
pital, at 3:30 a, m. 

Dr. Clovis Vincent said death 
ended the agony which the com¬ 
poser had suffered intermittently 
for the last six years and which 
had curtailed his work. 

Once criticized as the writer of 
"dangerous and anarchist" music. 
Ravel had finally gained recogni¬ 
tion as the foremost of modern 
French composers. 

His best known works included: 
"Bolero;" the piano compositions, 
"Jeux D’Eau" and "Miroirs,” the 
string quartet, "Quatuor En Fa:” 
symphonic works besides Bolero, 
’’Rhapsodic Espagnole" and "La 1 
Valse,” and a late piano concerto. 

Of Basque blood. Ravel was 
born March 7, 1875, at Ciboiire, 
France, and studied composition 
and harmony and pianoforte at 
the National Conservatory of Mu¬ 
sic in Paris. 

He was the frequent center of 
musical controversy which started 
in 1905. In that year the elimi¬ 
nation competition for the Prix de 
Rome scholarship aroused charges 
that he was ’’persecuted” by the 
classical institute of France and 
he became famous overnight.

“Few people realize that the 
quantity of moisture present in 
the air is very much less in win- ! 
ter than In summer and that these i 
variations occur daily and have a 
great influence on Industrial prod¬ 
ucts as well as human comfort. 

“Human beings have done little 
about the moisture content of air 
for their own comfort, but indus¬ 
try has demanded that something 
be done about it for the uniform 
control of products and processes.” 

The requirements that industry 
have placed on science to regulate 
humidity, Derr said, promise even¬ 
tually to bring about developments 
that will provide “economical 
means of obtaining comfort in our I 
own homes.”

I NEW YORK. (A>i — Another 
smashing victory for Harold S. 
Vanderbilt, who skippered Ranger 
in the 16th defense of the Ameri¬ 
ca’s cup, was the outstanding per¬ 
formance of 1937 yachting. 

Ranger sailed brilliantly by Van¬ 
derbilt and a well-schooled crew, 
not only won fame by defeating 

T. O. M. Sopwith’s Endeavor II in 
four straight races, but ran up a 
string of 13 straight triumphs in 
preliminaries. 

The defender set numerous rec¬ 
ords in the series of races off New¬ 
port, R. I. Ranger won the open¬ 
ing race by 17:05—the biggest 
margin of elapsed time in 50 years 
of racing for the cup. She did 
even better in the second race, 
winning by 18:32 in time and al¬ 
most three miles in distance. 

The third race produced another 
record. Winning by nearly a mile, 
Vanderbilt sent Ranger "out” in 
2:03:55, clipped 30 seconds from 
his own windward leg mark made 
with Rainbow in 1934. 

Vanderbilt closed his third suc¬ 
cessful defense of the cup in 
the fourth race, a victory which 
saw two more standards fall. 
Ranger won by about 1000 yards 
in 3:07:49, a record for the 30- 
mlle triangular course and also set 
a new 10-mile windward record of 
1:17:45. 

Bad luck plagued Endeavour I, 
the 1934 challenger.

Few Rules Changes Seen as 
Coaches Open Annual Meet 


NEW ORLEANS. UPt—If foot¬ 
ball’s governing body of law¬ 
makers follows the dictates of the 
men who teach the game, the 
1938 rules will bear few changes 
over those prevailing iast fall. 

Early arrivals for the annual 
convention of the American Foot¬ 
ball Coaches association were prac¬ 
tically unaimous in the belief that 
the rules "should be left alone.” 

"With a couple of exceptions,” 
said Robert R. Neyland of Ten¬ 
nessee, "I would say quit meddling 
with them. I believe the sugges¬ 
tion of moving the ball in 15 
yards from the sidelines instead 
of 10 is a good one. Also. I think 
that when a player is in the open 
and he slips to one knee the ball 
should not be declared dead.” 

There has been some agitation 
for a change in the forward pass 
rule to allow tosses from any point 
behind the line of scrimmage as 
is done in professional ranks. Lit¬ 
tle pro or con argument was heard 
on this in advance of the coaches’ 
sessions which start Wednesday. 

"What collegiate football needs 
more than rule changes is or¬ 
ganized publicity,” said one coach 
who declined to be quoted. "The 
trend in the football has been to 
adapt the rule toward free-scoring. 
College football does not need to 


go to the extreme in scoring. 

"Too, the officiating in profes¬ 
sional football has been directed 
toward the grandstand rather than 
to the rule book. That won’t help 
amateur football, and to change 
the forward pass rule would be 
a step toward freer scoring. The 
public wants low-scoring and close 
games.” 

The coaches’ rules committee, 
with Lou Little of Columbia uni¬ 
versity in the chair, officially 
opens the A. F. C. A. Wednesday 
morning.

A. F. of L Reports 
Buying Power Good 

WASHINGTON. (JP> — The 
American Federation of Labor es¬ 
timated today more than 1,000,000 
jobs had been lost since Septem¬ 
ber, that wage increases through 
the year had sustained buying 
power. 

The A. F. of L. figure was dis¬ 
closed after Leon Henderson, 
Works Progress administration 
economist yesterday had estimated 
the job loss at "around 2,000,000” 
since Sept. 1. 

The federation said manufactur¬ 
ing industries had been hit hardest 
by the business recession and sub¬ 
sequent lay-offs, although the re¬ 
port pointed out, November em¬ 
ployment was larger than for the 
.same month last year. 

The buying power of workers, 
the federation said, was sustained 
by an average earning in industry 
of 65.3 cents an hour for October, 
compared with 58.2 cents for the 
corresponding month of 1936. 

The federation estimated total 
November employment at 44,045,- 
000 as against 43.698,000 In No¬ 
vember 1936, but withheld an es¬ 
timate of total unemployment 
pending adjustments. 

It estimated monthly earning of 
wage and salaried workers for 
October at .$100,000,000 over the 
•same month a year ago. • 

The A. F. of L. survey showed 
that employment in .some fields 
was on the upgrade. It estimated 
gains of 33,000 for the building 
industry; 20,000 for mining; 38,- 
000 for utilities; 180,000 for whole- 
.sale and retail trade and 65,000 
for service industries. I

NEW YORK. (JP) — Although 
widely labeled a year which 
brought renewed slump, 1937 saw 
several industries set new high 
production records for the entire 
period, and others touch historic 
peaks in one or more months. 

Groups topping all previous 
standards included: 

Cotton textile manufacturers, 
one of the nation’s largest em¬ 
ployers, who turned out an esti¬ 
mated 9,000,000,000 square yards 
of cloth. This overshadows the 
previous high water mark chalked 
up in 1937 by roughly 20,000,000 
square yards, a relatively narrow 
margin. 

COTTON GAINS 

aided by ideal 


Cotton farmers, 
growing weather, also did a rec¬ 
ord smashing job. The 18,746,- 
000-bale harvest forecast by the 
department of agriculture stands 
770,000 bales above the prior ban¬ 
ner year, 1926. 

The electric branch of the utili¬ 
ty business continued to ride 
roughshod over all precedent. Pur¬ 
ring hydro and steam generators 
sent approximately 119,000,000,000 
kilowatt hours of juice humming 
over the wires to homes and fac¬ 
tories, compared with the 1936 
record of 109,685,000,000 kwh. 

This march into unexplored ter¬ 
ritory was materially aided by the 
rising star of another aggressive 
industry, electric refrigeration. 
Ten months’ shipments, of me¬ 
chanical ice boxes totaled 2,107,- 
991, according to the National 
Electric Manufacturers’ associa¬ 
tion, a level never before at¬ 
tained. 

OIL BOOMS 

Air conditioning, a blossoming 
industriai youngster, also con¬ 
tributed. Sales in the first 10 
months were $56,550,000, a new 
peak, against $37,280,000 in 1936. 

The great petroleum industry 
counts 1937 a banner year. 'The 
crude oii estimated to have run 
from weils during the period is 
set in trade circles at 1,280,000,000 
barrels. The previous year’s ag¬ 
gregate was only 1,098,516,000 
barrels. 

Domestic gasoline consumption 
was about 21,800,000,000 gallons. 
This would be far above the clos¬ 
est prior record. 

Aviation, in many phases, 
pushes to new peaks. Cigaret 
consumption continued to show 
that new sources of smokers were 
still being tapped, each monthly 
production figure setting a record 
through November, 1937. 

GOLD, SILVER JUMP 

World gold and silver produc¬ 
tion attained new peaks during 
the year. More than 37,500,000 
ounces of the yellow metal are 
estimated to have been brought 
above ground, against 35,551,000 
ounces the year before. Silver 
output, at 270,000,000 ounces. 


SAN FRANCISCO. (iPI—Califor¬ 
nia’s wells poured out “black gold” 
at a more rapid rate iast month 
than at any time since 1930. 

The 13,362 producing wells of 
this state's $2,000,000,000 industry 
gushed a stream of 701,998 barrels 
of crude oil dally for the month. 
Not since February 1930, has the 
state seen such production. 

The month’s output was 21,059,- 
637 barrels. This was lower than 
in October, which had another day 
of production. October output was 
21,528,921 barrels, the American 
Petroleum Institute reported. This 
averaged 694,481 barrels a day.

Hollywood 
Sights and 
Sounds

HOLLYWOOD. — Wonder how 
many movie fans agree with 
S. P. O. of Chicago, who writes: 

"Do you recall the days when 
the stock company stayed oi at 
the old town opera house for 
many months and the same troup¬ 
ers put on everything from Ca¬ 
mille to The Heart of Maryland? 
And do you remember how the 
illusion of the theater was lost 
when you watched even your fa¬ 
vorite actors and actresses at¬ 
tempt to portray the various 
characters ? 

“Is it possible this is one of the 
things that is the matter with 
Hollywood? We see an accept¬ 
able player like Clark Gable, one 
week as a first mate on a slave 
■ship: the next week he is in the 
bluff business, and the third week 
he may be an Irish statesman. In 
all of these parts Gable, being only 
human, is just Clark Gable. 

“If we didn’t see these people so 
often we would enjoy their v.ork 
much more. If you don’t agree 
with this, try going to a picture 
wherein most of the cast is new 
to you. Again you will have the 
thrill of living with the action of 
the play.” 

PERSONALITIES COUNT 

It's an Interesting subject, and 
one that Hollywood does think 
about. And Hollywood has an¬ 
swers, to wit: 

Hollywood sells personalities, 
not performances. In the strict 
sense. Gable is not an actor, but a 
fellow who happens to please a 
great many people simply by be¬ 
ing on the screen. The fans— 
not you and you, but the great 
mass—pay money to see Gable, 
not the character he plays. 

Studios would like to make it 
: true that “the play’s the thing.” 
i It would cost a lot less. But not 
I enough people are like S. P. O. in 
I sampling those pictures with new 
casts. 'They may enjoy “the thrill 
of living with the action of the 
play” once they’re inside—but 
they don’t go in. (Witness that 
fine film, “Make Way for Tomor¬ 
row,” which lacked "big names” 
in the movie sense.) 

Stars like Garbo, who can af¬ 
ford the luxury of infrequent 
films, realize the wisdom therein. 
But most of the players are under 
contracts that call for work when¬ 
ever they’re needed. The studios, 
having "bought” those players and 
paid for them, are going to use 
them. They “buy" for proven 
ability or box-office appeal or 
both. If they don’t buy, a rival 
will. And the rival would work 
them just as frequently. 

That’s the Hollywood angle, 
sound or otherwise. But what do 
other fans think?

WASHINGTON. (A>)—The num¬ 
ber of aliene In the United States,' 
immigration officials said today, if 
decreasing for three reaaons: 

1. Many alien* have become 
United Statea citizen* because of 
war talk in their native countries. 

2. United States quotas on im¬ 
migrants discourage the indigent 
fortune seekers, and hold out hope 
of admittance only to those who 
have legitimate reasons for want¬ 
ing to enter this country. 

3. Various countries have re¬ 
stricted emigration for national¬ 
istic reasons. For example, the 
annual quota for Italian Immi¬ 
grants is 5802. During the fiscal 
year of 1937 2905 came In. On the 
other hand, 13,534 Italians previ¬ 
ously known as aliens but residing 
In the United States sought and 
received naturalization papers. 

Of a quota admittance of 25,957 
Germans, only 11,127 entered the 
United States during the fiscal 
year. In the same period 20,002 of 
their countrsrmen already in the 
United States took the oath of al¬ 
legiance to the American govern¬ 
ment. 

Similar figures were cited by of¬ 
ficials for other countries. 

The alien population of the 
United States Is estimated by the 
Immigration service at about 
4,300,000. This is a decline of 
more than 3,000.000 from the alien 
resident figure for 1920.

“The worst thing we can do is to fight the New Deal. 
Socialization has been going on for 150 years. I remember 
when we thought that state regulation of public utilities came 
out of a hotbed of communism in Wisconsin. No one opposes 
it now except the public utilities. 

“We've got to remember that we’ve got a new boss in this 
country, and we’re going to have one from now on; that we 
are doing business by sufferance. Maybe it’s all right. Whether 
it is Mr. Roosevelt and the New Deal or a Republican and some 
other deal, you can never take away from the public that con¬ 
sciousness which they developed—a consciousness of their mass 
power—and they are going to keep It. We are going to buy and 
sell in the normal course of events with the consent of the 
government.’’ 

Mr. Griswold, of course, was not advising business¬ 
men to accept without question everything proposed by 
the Roosevelt New Deal. He was saying only what many 
conservative business leaders acknowledge to be true. 
Namely, that most of the fundamentals of the New Deal 
are things that modem conditions make necessary and 
that the people of the United States are determined to 
achieve. Among these fundamentals is regulation of busi¬ 
ness, by government as the only possible agency, for the 
common good. 

Regulation should be wise. It should not destroy 
business. Businessmen are within their rights in opposing 
specific measures of regulation which seem to them un¬ 
wise or destructive. It is greatly to their interest to help 
the New Deal achieve its objectives by reasonable methods. 

But fighting the New Deal with the hope of prevent¬ 
ing attainment of the objectives is futile and dangerous. 
Presidents will come and go, but the demand of the people 
for a New Deal is here to stay. 

Newton D. Baker 

Newton D. Baker will be remembered by many men 
for many varied qualities and achievements, but by the 
writer of this editorial for two especially. 

In the first place, his amazing vocabulary. No man 
whom we ever heard speak in public or with whom we 
ever have held conversation possessed—or, at least, used 
habitually and with such unconscious ease—the vast ar¬ 
ray of words that the Cleveland attorney had at his com¬ 
mand. From his lips streams of seldom-encountered poly¬ 
syllables would drop naturally and with no affectation, 
and the surprising fact was that, even thought they be 
words the hearer never himself used, by the very context 
in which they were framed their meanings would be made 
clear. In his polished public addresses, Mr. Baker, once 
secretary of war, greatly resembled his chieftain of those 
days. President Woodrow Wilson. Quieter and perhaps 
smoother in his delivery than Mr. Wilson, his talks per¬ 
haps lacked the emphasis and some of the high oratorical 
qualities of the World war president, but none of their 
scholarly beauty. 

In the second place, this writer remembers Newton 
D. Baker for the enthusiasm and continuing interest which 
he displayed toward the League of Nations. A lifelong 
pacifist—who ironically was called upon to mobilize and 
send abroad the greatest American army—Mr. Baker was 
an advocate of the league before its adoption, during the 
debates which resulted in non-adherence of this country, 
and in the years which since have elapsed. We believe 
that to the date of his death, certainly until recently at 
least, it was one of his cherished ideas that some day this 
country would become a member of the family of powers 
and under such circumstances that war would, indeed, be 
banished from the earth. 

Why the Delay in Expert Planning? 

The Santa Ana realty board at last has reached a 
point of desperation where it will demand a “show-down” 
from the city council over the matter of hiring an expert 
city planner, a news item says. 

It is easy to see why the real estate men feel ired 
over the long delay in working out a joint planning sys¬ 
tem with the county planning commission. 

New problems come up every day in zoning, building 
and street mapping—and the longer the planning situation 
remains up in the air, the more danger there is of costly 
new mistakes taking place. 

There have been enough mistakes in planning Santa 
Ana in the past. Witness the zig-zag, poorly arranged 
streets and the spotty zoning of business and residential 
properties. 

The quicker an expert planning consultant is hired to 
chart a sensible future course, the better it will be for 
the community.
